were plucked downe, and wee committed to the

for St, Sehbaſtians, where being arriucd, cuery one 
of vs beganto ſhift for himſelte, I aduentured on

the famons Citie of Conſtantinople who clad both 
my backe and my purſe after a competent man- 
ner. This paſt , my foreſaid Guardian Mr. P:ck- 
ford, deliuered me vp vnto two Franciſcan Firm- 
 miſh Fryers, which were then bound for their co- 
uent at St, Omers, their generall chapter being 
| then ended at Salawarxca, with whom I was im- 
barked for Amfterdam in Holland, but by the vio- 
lence of the Seas, we were forced into St. Georges 
channell betwixt ireland and Wales, where the 
rempelt being fo great,ahd our proutfion fo {imal, 
we were conttrained to enter into Myiford hawen, 
where the forefaid Fryers being wearied with the 
tofling of the Sca, reſolued to make the ſhorteſt 
cut they could to St. Omers: Landing therefore 
at Pembroke Towne, and hauing beene enquired 
ofby Sir Thomas Buttox Vice Admirall of thoſe 
Seas, and the Maitor ofthe faid Towne, and an 
oath being adminiſtred vnro them, whether they 
were Ieſuites, Prieſts, Monkes , or Fryers or of 
any ſuch order and Remare function, (wore flatly 
the contrary, and fo got a Paſport of the ſaid Ma- 
tor, and fo rhey parted for Briltole : and I pardi 
demanding. of them on the way how they could 
take ſuchan oath with a fafe coſcience, they anf- 
wered,they did it witha mental] reſeruation,that

volike did Dr. Xe4ifor trom Doway and the Ic- 
ſuites of Ew2/ard,who wrote letters to Callis , in- 
treatingthe Gouernor to keepe me fait, And 
that they might 'reſt the more aſſured of my de- 
tention , they made one Hudſon an Engliſh man 
who there liues their chiete Agent againſt mee, 
whom only for his wives ſake the Sergiant Ma- 
ior of Calls,by name Buchero entertained, 

At length I perceiuing that/my life was the

before through a miſtake determined to haue 
hang'd meas one who had ſtolne horſes, had not 


| thetruth beene difcouered by one Carpenter the 


King of France his Aduocate generall.and one

ing by the priſon gate, Icalled vnto him and ac» 
quainted him with my milcry; he hauing heard.ir, 
and aforetime knowne me, he preſently ſollicited 
the Goucrnor for my liberty,which he obtained: 
Tt was no ſooner granted, but by the Scrgeant 
 Maior,it Had/ons wife her intreaty, it was againe 
hindered, who at euery word ſhe ſpoke, charged 
me with high treaſon againſt their Stare, Colo. 
nell Gray a little after cainelikewiſc that way,and 
interceeded in like manner for mee but could not 
preuaile, ME.-u/ter Mountagae did the ſame , the 
Goyernor of Pexrſel,who was my Lord Mountiey 
his Ceaductor foy Ee/and,did allo at his returne 
make ſtrong interceſſion for megbut all in vaine. 
The King of Dexmarke his youngeſt ſon came by 
Calls at that time , and trayailing for Holland, did 
ſupplicate earneſtly for me, the Gouernor cxcu- 
ſing himſelfe ro him, made anſwer,that it was not 
he,but the King that detained me.

Ar length there came a Gentleman of Freezland, 
by name Scjpro Intima, who had beene my fellow 
priſoner in Pars, this young Gentlman was of a 
proper and comely feature,aad of ſuch carriage 
and nimble witas a man might poflibly mcete 
withal;l ſecing him paſſe by wy grate,and know- 
ing hi.n, called to him out of the grate, and ac- 
quainted him with my vniutt Jetention,who pre- 
{en:ly wrought ſo efte@ually with the Goucrnors 
wite and daughters, whom he certified of my in- 
nocency and milery , inſomuch that thry tooke 
orezt pity vpon meand acquainted the Warden 
_ ofthe Capuchins who then was with themthere- 
' With; and he ypon their relation came forthwith 
to viſit me and commilerated my eſtate likewiſe, 
and going to the Gouernor told him thereef,who 
_ vrged great matters againſt me, & ſaid that I was 
rews leſe Maieſtatws,but his wife and daughters ſe- 
conding this his earneſt ſolliciting,and this young 
Gentleman {wearing and proteſting my great in- 
nocency.,did ſo farre preuaile with the Gouernor, 
that he gaue way thar [ might haue an <qualljtry 
all by Law, which before ] could not obraine,and 
gaue leaue that rhe Kings Aduocate who was in 
priſon with me, might bee my Councellor, All 
which being granted , my Aduocate begunne to 
write the occaſion of my vnlawfull derention , 
with a pctition which hee ſent to the High Courc. 
of Parliament at Parw,where the Court of parli- 
liament commanded all my aduerfarics and _ 
; crs 
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ſersto be verſeruily cited beforethem,&to bring 
 Intheir allegations and accuſations againſt me, 
My Aduocatzdid likewiſe challenge the Law of 
the Kingdome, which is, that no malcfaCtor can 
be kept 1a priſon aboue three months, bur hee 
mult have either the ſentence of life or death to 
pafle on him, vnleſlc it be for trealon againſt the 
Kings proper perſon; I hauing contin! ned <ipht 
months i in orifon contrary tO the forcſaid Lav wv, 
viged life wile that ſaying,quz5 en7m mmnoens ei: 
poterrt fi accuſari ſolummoao ſufficiat, All this was 
ſo well ſer forth by my ſaid Aduocare, that there 
was none to prouc any thing againſt mee, {o that. 
the High Court of Parliament pronounced me 
——_ and condemned the Scrgicant Maior 
of Ca4s, and the reſt of my aduerlaries, to the re = 
paration of honor, dammage, and intereſt , and 
_ forthwith I was reſtored tomy former liberty, | 
"Thus giuing hearty tankesto Almighty God for 
- this his gracious deliuerance, and freeing me at 

ſuch timeas I leaſt imagined, out of the hands of 
theſTinfernall monſters, and blood ſuckers, the 
Ieſaites and their faction. OY, 

And preſently comming for Doxey I imbraced ho 
my natiue ſoyle with full reſolution neuer to de-- 
part out of ir, beſeeching God to blefſe me, & ro 
make me cchough vnworthy }.a member of this 
his holy Church, wheredht9 ' through ſo many 
perſecuting affliRion miſcricsI haue at tlength 
arrived.
